A wet season greatly reduces the a- 
mount of damage that may be caused 
by cutworms, In the average dry 
season an infestation at the rate of 
six cutworms per square yard is suf- 
ficient to Gestroy the entire chop. 
This {s due to cut worms feeding on 
the plants below ground and ‘eating 
only a small portion of each plant, 
With excessive moisture the cut 
worms may feed on the upper portion 
of the plant and one plant will fur- 
nish enough food for several days. 
In addition some of the injured 
plants will recover and send out new 
stocks, ;
